DETAILED ACTION 

At the outset, it is noted that in any future amendment, 37 CFR 1 .121 requires a 
single claim set to be filed, with the text of all claims, including those claims which are 
withdrawn. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Stemmerick (617). 

Stemmerick teaches all of the claimed structure and method steps of claims 1 and 1 1 , 
including a cylinder lock in figure 4 having standard pin assemblies with a bottom 
tumbler pin 4 and a top driver pin 5 and biasing spring 6, and a modified pin assembly 
4, 10, and 1 1 in figure 4 which prevents picking of the lock with an impact tool, including 
a motion alteration means including applying an impact to the modified tumbler pin 4 to 
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transfer the impact to the top driver pin 10, 1 1 , causing portion 10 of the driver pin to be 
displaced, and allowing portion 1 1 of the driver pin to continue to block the shear line of 
the lock. 

Claims 3, 9, 10, 13, 19 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 21 is allowed. 

Applicant's arguments filed May 17, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. On pages 12-14 of the remarks, applicants argues the accuracy of the 
statement of the Stemmerick reference concerning the movement of the tumbler pin 4 of 
Stemmerick. This, is of no patentable significance concerning the claim limitations of 
claims 1 and 1 1 of the instant application. It is resubmitted that no limitations in claims 
1 and 1 1 preclude the use of the Stemmerick reference, nor do applicant's remarks 
specifically point out claim limitations which preclude the use of the Stemmerick 
reference. In response to applicant's remarks in the penultimate paragraph on page 14, 
it is submitted that the claim elements of claims 1 and 1 1 which are lacking in the 
Stemmerick reference have not been set forth by applicant.
